I don't think that these lamps are still produced by Osram under the names 
listed, but substitutes are certainly still available. Lamps in German 
equipment were always quite standardized. My suggestion: Look at the website 
of a European distributor. As an example I suggest one in Switzerland, which 
I occasionally use for such supplies: http://www.distrelec.ch - it's all in 
German, but you find lamps by going through the menu to: 

-> Elektronik Katalog 

-> Schalter / Sensoren / LED 

-> Lampen 

-> Signallampen. 

There you find lots of types with picture, measurements and data. Sites in 
the UK would of course be easier, but they are less likely to have the 
German lamp types. I can also post your question on the European BA list, 
if you like, and assist in getting the lamps for you, in case the 


distributor does not ship overseas.

It is hot as Hades here in Arkansas this week. Heat indices consistently 
hover around 100 but when the boatanchor call comes you have to respond 
regardless of weather or disposition. So it was when I got the call this 
week to help move a friend's newly acquired Collins 20K. Both James and I 
had admired the former KTHS broadcast transmitter sitting in M.L. Young's 
Radio Museum but didn't realize we would have the fun of tearing it down and 
moving it some day. But ML is paring down his collection and preparing to 
shut the doors of the museum so the opportunity presented itself to James 
and he is now the proud new owner. Some of you listmembers have visited 
M.L.'s place in Hot Springs, and surely you saw this beast. Long ago the 
heavy iron was removed, so that was not an issue, but still we were unable 
to safely move the thing until we removed the remaining control, PS and RF 


decks, carefully labeling all the wiring harness connections. The doors 
came off, as well as the side decorative panel (one missing), trim, and 
tubes. This transmitter has a similar output lineup as my Gates BC-1T. It 
has a pair of 833's driven by an 813, and modulated by a pair of 833's. All 
in a thick steel 78" high cabinet that must have weighed 700-800 pounds 
empty. My commercial grade furniture dolly and a 16 foot utility trailer 
towed by a 4X4 SUV were essential to transport up and down the hills of Hot 
Springs. Makes me wonder how the old timers moved stuff like this around 
without benefit of modern tools and techniques. At the end of the day, both 
James and I were tired and dirty puppies, but the 3 decks are safely at his 
place, and the ‘too tall for his basement’ cabinet in my shop. It will be 
interesting to compare the design and operation of this unit compared to my 
earlier by a decade 300-F. I think this 20K was in use in the 40's and 
50's.
